BACK-TO-BACK AMBITION 


according to Ange Postecoglou and Paul Trimboli. 


BACK-TO-BACK champions in any sport are 
etched into history books as special champions. 
South Melbourne is well placed in its bid to make 
special history and be the last Australian 
championship winner of the decade. 

But captain Paul Trimboli says that the prestige of 
winning back-to-back championships is not the 
motivation behind this season's title assault. 

“A lot of people are talking of going back-to-back 
and it is an achievement but you should want to 
win the championship every year,” Trimboli says. 
“Going back-to-back should not be an extra 
incentive.” 

Trimboli sees a different angle to extra glory in 
winning this season's championship. 

“The 90s are coming to an end and I've played 
through all the 90s. If we can win another one 
that will give us three for this decade which 
would make us the team of the 90s," Trimboli 
says. 

Postecoglou agrees with Trimboli that the 
prestige of back-to-back is no extra motivation 
for winning this season's title. 

“Those sorts of things in retrospect I'll look back 
on with pride because as a group we'll have done 
something in the club’s NSL history that has 
never been done before,” he says. 

“But my motivation is to win another

UNITED’S HOPES PINNED ON YOUNG STRIKERS 


Young Sydney United strikers Mile Sterjovski and Joel 
Griffiths have been among the surprise packets of the 
season.They now spearhead Sydney United’s title campaign. 


LAST year, the pundits said Sydney United make the 
finals by fluke - a harsh call,indeed. This season, some are 
even saying the unfashionable Sydney club was lucky to 
claim its minor premiership. 

Not so sure of such statements is United's 20-year-old 
striker Mile Sterjovski who has forged an uncanny 
alliance in attack with Joel Griffiths. 

The similarities are striking. They are born within three 
months of each other, both played for the Young 
Socceroos in Nigeria this year and both are batty over 
Manchester United 

Sterjovski even thinks they are very similar types of 
players despite claims that he is the better finisher and 
Griffichs is the swifter of the pair. 

“I think we're both very similar - we both have pace and 
we're both good finishers,” Sterjovski says. 

“I've just been luckier - I've had more chances to score.” 
Sterjovski’s haul of 16 goals this season is a fair 
contribution to a side that has been grossly underrated 
all season and been tagged over-achievers. 

“It’s not by luck that we've made it here,” Sterjovski says. 


“We've won more games than anyone in the league.” 
Sterjovksi is glowing in praise of coach David Mitchell 
who for the second successive season has managed 
to have side ignore a mountain of off-field problems 
to have United in contention for the title. 

“He’s a champ,” Sterjoyski says of Mitchell. 

“He's helped us a lot - on and off the field. He's taught 
us we can enjoy our soccer and that is important.” 
Sterjovski also paid tribute to teammates including 
the relatively unheralded Michael Santalab and Danny 
Townsend, and singled out former Heidelberg 
midfielder Walter Ardone as an important player for 
United. 

“Wally (Ardone) has been a hard worker, He’s done 
well all season.” 

This week is the start of the crunch, however, for 
Sydney United. 

And Sterjovski knows that he and Griffiths have the 
challenge ahead of them at Bob Jane Stadium. 

“| think South Melbourne are always a hard team to 
play against. They have the experience of last year's 
finals behind them,” he says. 

“We'd like a win but a draw would be good - 
especially a score draw.” 

It's been a dream season to date for Sterjovski and 
co. One more chapter could be written today or, then 
again, it could be the start of it being erased by South 
Melbourne - the team most widely tipped to topple 
Sydney United.
